Agawam Firefighter Battles 
Injuries From Motorcycle 
Collision With Trash Truck

Harley J. Maxwell. 26, an Agawam 
firefighter/paramedic, experienced seri¬ 
ous injuries on March 24th when he was 
hit by a trash truck while riding his 
motorcycle. 

The accident occurred at the corner 
of North Westfield Street and Clover 
Hill in 

Feeding Hills. The Advertiser News 
was able to talk with Harley’s father, 
Dennis Maxwell, about his son’s condi¬ 
tion. “He is much better now. They have 
been able to remove the chest tube and 
they rebuilt his left arm. The forearm 
was crushed in the collision, and his 
right elbow lvas been relocated. He also 
lost his left leg from below the knee. He 
is doing much better, but the health per¬ 
sonnel are taking precautions to prevent 
any infection." 

In the near future, Harley will be 
admitted to the first of two rehabilita¬ 
tion centers, said Dennis. ‘The first is a 
sub-acute rehabilitation. After his arm is 
strengthened, he will go to an acute 
rehabilitation. We are hoping the rehabs 
will be in or near Agawam,” he added. 

Harley Maxwell’s fiance and his 
friends, including many 

firefighter/paramedics, will be anxious 
to visit him during his recovery. Dennis 
Maxwell added, “Hai ley’s co-workers are 
the best bunch of guys in the world. 
They are an incredible brotherhood. 1 
want to thank all of them. There was 


someone constantly at the hospital 
around the clock for my son. The night 
of the accident, two rooms were filled 
with these guys. There was someone at 
all times right there for his wants and 
needs.” 

About one year ago, Dennis 
Maxwell opened a restaurant-called 
Dee’s Dog House, located in Granville, 
Vermont, that specializes in hot dogs. 
He stayed in the Springfield area until 
he knew his son was stable, but he hopes 
to be involved in some benefits in the 
future. Dennis said he has been riding 
motorcycles for “about a hundred years” 
and named Harley alter the legendary 
brand, Harley-Davidson. Harley has 
been riding for several years and has 
attended bike rallies with his father in 
Laconia, New Hampshire. 

In fact, Harley was riding a brand 
new 2003 Harley at the time of the acci¬ 
dent. Fire Chief David Pisano described 
Harley as "a great paramedic who works 
well with other people here. We are 
looking into ways to have Harley contin¬ 
ue to pursue his desire to be a firefight¬ 
er. This was absolutely a tragic event. 
From my perspective, drivel's aren’t pav¬ 
ing enough attention in general." 

According to Chief Pisano, “The 
first paramedic to arrive on the scene, 
Robert ‘Red’ Ferrier, said to Harley, T 
am an Agawam firefighter, paramedic 
and 1 am here to help you.’ Harley 
looked up and said, ‘Red, it’s me, 
Hailey.’”

Chet Nicora, who chairs the Agawam 
Emergency Planning Committee, listed the purchase 
of additional base radios for the Emergency 
Operations Center provided by Berkshire Power 
Community Partnership Program “in order to stay in 
contact with MEM A (Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency) in Belchertown in an emer¬ 
gency.” 

Michael Dutton, advisor to Agawam High 
School Renaissance, cited the many ways in which 
the support of Berkshire Power's Community 
Partnership Program has reinforced the objectives 
of Renaissance.

Update On Nursing Home Care For Seniors and Medicaid

Recall late last September, when, in a guest 
editorial in The Agawam Advertiser News, I told 
you about Chapter 26 of the Acts of 2003 enti¬ 
tled, “An Act Relative to Protecting the Assets of 
Individuals in Nursing Homes.” 

I advised you of a piece of devastadng legis¬ 
lation that I felt would be of interest to seniors 
and their families. 

I explained that there are 700 sections con¬ 
tained in the “outside section” of the current 
state budget. Safely tucked away in section 329 
of the outside part of the budget unfairly targets 
lower middle class seniors that own their own 
homes but do not have large savings. Section 
329 allows the state greater access to one’s assets 
by extending the period in which one may 
transfer real estate through irrevocable trusts 
prior to entering a nursing home and receiving 
long-term care Medicaid assistance, however, 
with federal approval, that period could be 
increased to five years. That law also expands 
the state’s power to collect the costs of medical 
and nursing home care from the estates of state- 
subsidized Medicaid recipients after their death. 

I suggested to you that we seniors needed to 
be proactive rather than reactive and to this 


end, I initiated a petition in support of a repeal 
of the endre section 329. A total of 254 signa¬ 
tures were collected. I regularly checked that 
status of the bill to repeal. In March, I learned 
that the time was right for submitting the peti- 
don. I made six copies and then typed a cover, 
letter and at 4:20 p.m. on the 15th of March, I 
mailed copies of the petition to six legislators: 
Robert E. Travaglini, President of the Senate; 
Rep. Stanley C. Rosenber.g; co-sponsors of the 
bill, Senator Linda J. Melconian, Senator 
Michael Morrissey, and Senator Susan C. 
Tucker. Also, a copy to Representadve Daniel F. 
Keenan. 

I noticed in the Sunday Republican on 
March 28th in the “How they voted” column 
that the House voted 154-0 and the Senate 
voted 36-1 overriding Governor Romney’s veto 
of a provision to delay undl July 1 an expansion 
of the state’s power to collect die costs of med¬ 
ical and nursing home care from die estates of 
state-subsidized Medicaid recipients following 
their death. 

According to the news article, and I quote, 
‘The expanded recovery powers were approved 
as part of die fiscal 2004 state budget and have 
actually been in effect since July 1 of last year. 
This means that, the state has already collected 
money and placed liens on properdes and it is 


unclear what happens to the money and the 
liens now that the delay has been implement¬ 
ed.” This paragraph is especially important to 
families who have lost a loved one who owned a 
home at the time of his or her death and 
received nursing home care under the Medicaid 
long-term care program, during the period July 
1, 2003 undl July 1, 2004. You may want to con¬ 
tact your attorney to look into the issue. 
Hopefully, section 329 will be repealed by the 
end of the fiscal year. Legislators are sull look¬ 
ing at the issue of repeal. I’ll keep you posted 
on this. 

Just one more thing. I want to thank all 
those who helped with the peddon and all of 
the seniors who signed die peddon. Thank you 
especially to Edna Krykowsld and Mary Vasquey 
from the Senior Ce4nter and a very special 
thank you to my friend, Gloria Choiniere of 
Feeding Hills, who went door-to-door, explain¬ 
ing the issue to seniors and obtaining over 80 
signatures. 

I learned that our peddon was received on 
March 17 in the statehouse and opened on 
March 19. The vote on die year delay in imple- 
mendng estate recovery was taken on March 24. 
This is certainly some good news, but we’re not 
through yet. Till next time.

Town Hall Says Keep Your 
Neighborhood Clean 

The Agawam Inspection Services Dept, is 
appealing to the citizens of the town to help 
them with identifying properties which do not 
conform to the zoning by-laws. This office will 
send out letters notifying the property owners 
of their violation and that said violation must 
be rectified within 14 days. The following are 
the ordinances which we need your assistance 
on: 

172-1. Number on private property: No 
person, business, corporation, enterprise or 
other legal entity shall allow or permit the pres¬ 
ence of more than one (1) unregistered vehi¬ 
cle on the property. 

180-23L. Service of notice of violation: 
Only one (1) such vehicle may be a commer¬ 
cial vehicle and of not more than three-fourths 
(3/4) ton’s weight capacity. Space for motor 
vehicles shall not be leased or rented for com¬ 
mercial vehicles. No commercial vehicles shall 
be parked on a lot in the open. 

155.15.B (2) Sidewalks and tree belts: The 
tenant or occupant of any real estate in the 
town which abuts on ally public or private way 
in the town and, in case there is no tenant or 
occupant, the owner of such real estate, shall 
keep that “sidewalk” and the “tree belt” mowed 
and free and clear of all litter. 

Please call Agawam Town Hall at 786-0400, 
ext. 210 between the hours of 8:30 a.m. and 
4:30 p.m. to file your complaint. This office will 
then investigate the complaint, after which 
time a letter notifying the property owner of 
the violation will be sent. The Town Council 
will be addressing a ticketing ordinance regard¬ 
ing the above referenced ordinances.

Melconian challenges Romney to fulfill promise on Rte. 57

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officials, and the Economic Development 
Corporadon that Route 57 would be the top road 
project priority outside the Big Dig,” Melconian 
added. 

The project was bifurcated in order to complete 
the first phase as part of the solution stopping at 
South Westfield Street with the understanding that 
once the environmental issues were resolved, Phase 
II would proceed to compledon. 

As of April 2004, the project is at 75 percent 
design completion. Design completion scheduled 
for this year would enable construcdon in 2005, said 
Melconian. 


“Romney’s fix it first philosophy is flawed,” 
Melconian argued. “He supports a new bridge to the 
Cape over strengthening economic development in 
Western Massachusetts.” 

Melconian sees this move by the Governor as 
another indicauon of an East versus West mentality. 
“Route 57 serves as an economic development proj¬ 
ect as much as a roads project. Governor Romney 
pledged Unit he would be a salesman for economic 
development in Western Massachusetts. His decision 
to put Route 57 on hood stands in direct conflict to 
his promise to the citizens of our region,” Melconian 
concluded. 


Cohen calls on state to restore 
Lottery funds to Agawam 


Mayor Richard A. Cohen joined with local lead¬ 
ers from throughout Massachusetts in calling on 
Governor Mitt Romney and die Legislature to fulfill 
the promise of Massachusetts Lottery and restore 
the full distribution of Lottery funds to Agawam and 
all other conununides across the state. 

“The state Lottery was created over three 
decades ago for the sole purpose of providing rev¬ 
enues to Agawam, and all of the communides of our 
state. Unfortunately, state leaders have chosen to 
divert $150 million in local Lottery revenues away 
from cities and towns, and have used these vital dol¬ 
lars to balance the state budget,” said Cohen. 

‘This year the state is balancing its budget using 
$726,493 that should be coming here instead. We’ve 
had to increase our reliance on the property tax and 
cut services as a result. It is time for the state to end 
the diversion of our Lottery revenues, and let the 
Lottery aid come home where it belongs. We cer¬ 
tainly hope our legislators agree,” added Cohen. 

In 1971, the Massachusetts Lottery was created 
to be a local revenue stream to pay for local services 
and to reduce reliance on the regressive property 


tax. Cohen noted cities and towns use their Lotterv 
revenues to pay for education in local schools, 
police and fire protection, libraries, senior and 
youth programs, road and building repairs and 
maintenance, libraries, and die full range of local 
services. 

“Over the past two years, the Governor and die 
Legislature have cut and diverted our Lottery rev¬ 
enues to balance the state budget. But Lottery rev¬ 
enues are supposed to flow direedy to our commu¬ 
nity." said Cohen. “Without these funds, we will be 
forced to increase taxes and to cut services which 
our residents rely on and deserve.” 

“The Massachusetts Municipal Association has 
proposed a five-year plan to end the Lottery diver¬ 
sion and return these revenues to cities and towns. 
If the MMA plan is adopted by our legislators when 
they vote on the state budget, Agawam will realize a 
local aid increase of $217,594 next year. We need 
Governor Romney, State Senator Melconian, and 
State Representative Keenan to support this vital 
proposal. Now is the time to bring the Lottery back 
home where it belongs,” concluded Cohen.

WHO ARE YOU 
GOING TO BELIEVE? 

As anv experienced police officer can tell us, wit¬ 
nesses to events tend to see things from their own 
perspective, and to recall certain parts of the event 
with more prominence than other parts. For exam¬ 
ple, if a number of people witness a car accident, 
some of the witnesses will have a more vivid recol¬ 
lection of how fast the cars seemed to be going, 
while others will emphasize what the drivers were 
doing. 

Sometimes, the recollections of witnesses that 
are the most impressive are die parts of the story 
that would seem to be the least likely to have hap¬ 
pened. As a rule of thumb, if one person says an 
unlikely event happened, our tendency is to shrug 
it off. If, however, several people share the same 
observation of an unlikely or unusual event, we 
should at least take notice of it. 

There is no greater story of an unusual or 
unlikely event in history than the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. That’s because our experience tells us 
that when people die and their bodies are in their 
tombs or graves for several days, they stay dead. 
And yet, while the four Gospel accounts of Jesus’ 
life and ministry sometimes vary on the surface 
about the events of Jesus’ life, they all portray the 


story of the first Easter. 

Most people in America are familiar with the 
story of Easter. The Gospel of Luke tells us about 
the event this way: On the first day of the week, very 
early in the morning, the women took the spices they 
had prepared and went to the tomb. They found the 
stone rolled away from the tomb, but when they entered, 
they did not find the body of the Lord Jesus. 

While they were wondering about this, suddenly two 
men in clothes that gleamed like lightning stood beside 
them. In their fright the women bowed down with their 
faces to the ground, but the men said to them, “Why do 
you look for the living among the dead? He is not here; 
He has risen! Remember how He told you, while He was 
still with you in Galilee: ‘The Son of Man must be deliv¬ 
ered into the hands of sinful men, be crucified and on 
the third day be raised again. ’ “ Then they remembered 
His words. 

When they came back from the tomb, they told all 
these things to the Eleven and to all the others. It was 
Mary Magdalene, Joanna, Mary the mother of James, 
and the others with them who told this to the apostles. 
But they did not believe the women, because their words 
seemed to them like nonsense. Peter, however, got up and 
ran to the tomb. Bending over, he saw the strips of linen 
lying by themselves, and he went away, wondering to 
himself what had happened. 

Now each of us is faced with a question that we 
must address. The quesdon is the most important 
question we will ever consider. That is because our 
answer will determine how we'live out our lives, 
both here on earth and even after that. That 
sounds ominous, doesn’t it? 

The question each of us must address is whether 
we think the story of Easter is fact or fiction. There 
are billions of people who throughout the past two 
thousand years have believed the Easter story to be 
a true and accurate portrayal of an historical event. 


Not a few of those people were so convinced of 
this, that they were willing to die rather than to say 
otherwise. Then there are others, who in various 
ways say the same thing: that the story of Easter is 
fiction. Who are you going to believe? 

It might help us to ask why anybody would make 
up a story like the story of Easter, if it wasn’t true? 
Remember, this was long before the time when 
people wrote “tell all” books for fame and fortune. 
In fact, the people who initially told the story about 
Jesus’ resurrection were scorned at best, and were 
sometimes physically beaten, imprisoned or even 
killed. That doesn’t exactly add up to a lot of moti¬ 
vation to tell a story that wasn’t true. 

As well, the witnesses all say that the first people 
to discover the empty tomb of Jesus were women. 
In our day, we might not even notice that fact. 
However, it is important to note that in that era, 
women were not as highly regarded as they are 
today, nor was their testimony as respected as it is 
today. Even the men who knew the women best did 
not believe them at first. But they did not believe the 
women, because their words seemed to them like non¬ 
sense. Relying on the testimony of women was not a 
good way to spread an untrue rumor. 

If the story of Jesus is fiction, then reasonable 
people will and should live out their days as many 
people do, without much regard to Jesus Christ or 
the claims of the Bible that we can have eternal life 
by believing in Him. The Bible itself says if Christ 
has not been raised, your faith is futile; if only for this 
life we have hope in Christ, we are to be pitied more 
than all people. 

If, however, the story of Easter is fact rather than 
fiction, and Jesus Christ really was resurrected on 
that first Easter, that fact matters more than any¬ 
thing else. That’s because His resurrection estab¬ 
lishes Him to be who He said He was, and that we 
should therefore accept Him on those terms.

As part of Choose To Movesm, women learn 
easy, heart-healthy substitutions they can make 
as part of their daily meals and snacks.

Consider heart-healthy choices 
such as whole-wheat toast with 100 percent fruit 
spread, portable fruit, a low-fat granola bar, 100 
percent fruit juice, low-fat yogurt, or one of the 
American Heart Association’s approved break¬ 
fast recipes enclosed in this Choose To Movesm 
media kit. 

2) Eat smart snacks. Smart snacks are nutri¬ 
tious, low in calories, and provide energy. Try 
low-fat cottage cheese and fruit; calcium-rich 
frozen, low-fat yogurt with fruit;, a stick of low-fat 
string cheese; or nuts, such as a one-ounce hand¬ 
ful of almonds.

canola oil 

• Rich evaporated skim milk instead of heavy 
cream 

• Flavorful, low-sodium broths 

• Good-quality herbs and spices 

• Grated lemon zest (the yellow part of the 
peel) and grated fresh ginger 

5) Get moving early in the day. Physical activ¬ 
ity, even moderate walking, enhances energy lev¬ 
els, and promotes a positive state of mind. To get 
the most benefit during the day, exercise as early 
as possible, even on a lunch break. Avoid intense 
physical activity within three hours of bedtime, 
as it can make restful sleep difficult.

We brought a guest with us to 
experience dining at Tommaso’s 
Ristorante at 525 Springfield Street, 
Feeding Hills, and from start to finish, 
we were made to feel welcome.

With An IRA Rollover (Part 1 of 2) 

Leaving your job often means making impor¬ 
tant decisions about your future. Whether you’re 
heading into retirement, starting a business or leav¬ 
ing a company for a new position elsewhere, one of 
those decisions may be choosing what to do with 
your employer-sponsored retirement plan. Chances 
are, it will be one of the largest sums of money 
you’ll ever receive — and what you do or don’t do 
with it could significantly impact your financial 
security in the future.

benefit of delaying taxes can make a substantial 
difference in the amount you’ll have at retirement. 
What’s more, if you are in a lower tax bracket when 
you withdraw the funds you’ll owe less income 
taxes, making tax-deferral even more valuable. 

Choose from a broad range of investments -
